The ‘‘less for more”’ 
program was unveiled this 
week by John S. Harnett, 
EBMUD’s general man- 
ager, who warned that ra- 
tioning must continue for 
another 12 months because 
the district’s reservoirs 
are “running lower and 
lower.” 

Cooperation of water 
users has been so great 
that consumption has been 
reduced nearly 40 percent, 
although the district fi- 
gured on no more than a 35

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Post Office battle 
rages through maze 


ALBANY — Demands 
that the Berkeley Post- 
master, Harry McGannon, 
resign his post, made by a 
ere of pol sich aap 
of the Albany-Berkeley- 
Kensington area, will have 
to clear a maze of pro- 
cedural blocks before any 
official action can be ta- 
ken. And Albany’s mail de- 
livery apparently will re- 
main on its current erratic 
schedule until the maze is 
run. 

The first block was 
raised this week by Oak- 
land Postmaster Austin 
Simon who assured the Al- 
bany Times that he had no 
authority to conduct a 
grievance arbitration here. 

Simon was the recipient 
of a Mailgram signed by 
‘Concerned Berkeley 
Postal Employes” who re- 

iested Simon’s interven- 
tion in the ‘‘crisis.’”’ The 
Mailgram states: 

Due to the difficulties 
we, the members of NALC 
(National Association of 
Letter Carriers), Local 
863, and other concerned 
Berkeley Postal employes 
are having in the Berkeley 
post office, we strongly re- 
quest a meeting with you 
at 4:30 p.m. on either 
Thursday, November 17, 
Monday, November 21 or 
Tuesday, November 22 to 
discuss serious problems 
and the deterioration of 
customer service ‘and 
postal employe morale in 
our city. Your office will 
be contacted by Nov. 15 to 
ascertain which date is 
convenient for you to 
‘speak with us. We will also 
await a written confirma- 
tion of your selection.

“We cannot conduct 
negotiations with a post-

Qualifying for postponement 
of Seniors’ property taxes 


ALBANY — Alban 
Senior Citizens were ad-

“While the final deadline 
for filing for Senior Citizens

The Frances Tax Board 
urged all homeowners over 
62 to check whether they 
have the homeowners’ 
exemption.

December 31, 1976, havin: 
less than $20,000 tota 
household income, and re- 
ceiving a separate tax bill. 
Mills said homeowners 
who now recieve Senior 
Citizens Property Tax As- 
Sistance are leigible for 
stponement also and that 
orms have been mailed to 
these homeowners directly.

tion are available at any 
local office of the Franchise 
Tax Board or by writing to 
Senior Citizens Programs,

Lack of water forcing 
ants to invade homes 


BERKELEY — Ants ap- 
peut to have launched a 
eavy attack against 
homeowners and apart- 
ment dwellers this year. 
“They are looking for 
fwater,’’ says Carl S. 
Koehler, University of 


California entomologist,”

of ants prefer fatty sub- 
stances. The largest ant in 
California, the carpenter 
ant, measuring % inch or 
more, likes sweets, grease 
or dead insects. 

As to counterattack, the 
Cooperative Extension sci- 


as ‘“‘ant stakes” or “ant 
rae are particularly 
useful when the nest can- 
not be found or, is difficult 
to get to. Ant workers 
carry small portions of the 
sweet bait back to the nest 
ere they give it to other 
workers, larvae, and re- 
production forms. In this 
way, sometimes an entire 
colony may be killed. 
“‘However,”’ he says, 
“control with baits may 


take several weeks or 
more. Also, ants may not 
eat the bait if they find 
something better. Be sure 
to remove any particles of 
food from cracks around 
Sinks, drainboards and 
other ant-infested areas. 
Traps should be placed so 
that ants can easily find 
them, but in places inac- 
cessible to children and 
pets.” 

Besides placing traps in- 
doors, spacing them every 
10-20 feet outside around 
the foundation and at nest 
openings helps to prevent 
the ants from entering the 
house. 

To control ants inside the 
house, sprays, aerosols, 
and powders can also be 
used. “‘Be sure the label 
indicates that it is for 
indoor use,” Koehler warns. 
For treatment of large 
areas, prediluted liquid 
containing diazinon or 

ropoxur (Baygon) are 

ess expensive than 
aerosols, he says. Of 
course, all insecticides 
should be kept away from 
food and utensils and label 
directions should be care- 
ae followed. 

oehler scoffs at the 
current rumor of control- 
ling ants with a mixture of 
dead ants and water. 
‘‘However,’’ he adds, 
“when you see a column of 
ants, that means that some 
time ago a chemical trial 
was laid. If you disor-
